Sulphur Deposit in a Mountain 17,. 

520 Feet Above the Sea Level. 

The highest mine in the world is in 
the crater of Popocatepetl. Mexico, 
which was recently sold by its former 
owner. (Ion. Ochoa, to an American 
syndicate for a sum said to be $5,(KM,. 
ixtO. The mine contains immense quan¬ 
tities of sulphur, and the supply is sup¬ 
posed to lie practically Inexhaustible. 

Popocatepetl is 10,520 feet above the 
level of the sen. and the crater con¬ 
taining the sulphur has a circumference 
of half n tulle and a depth of 250 feet. 
Not all of this volcanic mountain li»- 
1 nips to iho syndicate, as (leu. Ochoa's 
grant from the Mexican government 
only included the bare, rocky surface 
of the mountain areas covered by eter¬ 
nal snow li-dds. No part (if the moun¬ 
tain on which a tree, a blade of grass 
or a shrub finds lodgment ever belonged 
to Hen. Ochoa, and consequently could 
not have been transferred. 

In the securing of the sulphur Gen. 
Ochoa employed Indian laborers. These 
were lowered into the crater by means 
of large baskets which were regulated 
by a windlass. When th“ baskets were 
tilled with the sulphur they were raised 
and emptied, and in this primitive fasii 
ion the mining operations have been

REFORM IN RUSSIA. 

Nicholas II. Copies Ills (H-aiulfutlier irt 
Liberal Decrees for His People. 

The name of Nicholas II., Czar of 
Russia, will lie linked in history with 
that of Alexander II. The decree by 
which lie lias established rcligioi s- 
freedom in Russia makes such a radi¬ 
cal break in that country past that it 
will attract, tlie world's at tom ion. 
While recognizing tlie orthodox church 
as Uu> ruling faith, the Czar declares 
that tlie principles of loh-rance which 
j he lias itt heart have induced him t,»- 
“grant to all our subhvis of other re¬ 
ligion and to till foreign persuasions 
freedom of creed ami worship." At 
the same time tile peasantry is to b-s 
freed from ail forced labor. Reforms 
are also in lie grained in the provin¬ 
cial governments and district adinitus- 
trations by tlie local representatives, 
and an endeavor will lie made to se¬ 
cure "closer co-operation between the 
'commercial authorities and tlie paro¬ 
chial trustees of tlie orthodox church,s* 
wherever possible." 

Those who, at: the opening of tin- 
present monarch's reign, predicted tlmt 
tie would 1-01110 in that category of lib¬ 
eral rulers which: in Russia, alternate 
with considerable regularity with Hu* 
reactionary sovereigns, were cnrrei I 
in their Judgment.
